AWARD 
This is a reference made by the Govt . of Goa by its order 
No. 28 /39 / 82 - ILD dated 18-3-83 with an annexure scheduled 
thereto which reads as follows: 

" What wages the workmen , employed by M / s. Xaverian 
Press Training School, Pilar, Ilhas-Goa , are entitled 
to , in accordance with Justice Palecars . Award for 
journalists and non - journalist employees in newspaper 

establishments , as accepted by Government of India ? " 
After the above Government reference was received and 
registered in this office on 23-3-83 notices were issued to 
the parties. The employer flled the Written Statement on 
29-7-83 wherein it is contended in para 3 that the com 
mission popularly known as Palecar s commission had made 
interim recommendations granting interim relief to the 
newspaper employees . As such the Government of India, 
directed newspaper establishment in the country . Subse 
quently the Palecar commission submitted its recommenda 
tions in the form of its Award . The Government thereafter

and directed the newspaper establishment all over 
the country to implement the Palecar award as modified by 
the Government.

House Rent Allowance; It is demanded that each workman 
be paid a House Rent Allowance of Rs. 150 / - per month . 


Demand No. IV : 
Travelling Allowance : It is demanded that each workman 
be paid a Travelling Allowance of Rs. 150 / - per month , 


Demand No. V : 
Uniforms and Washing Allowance : It is demanded that each 
workman be given two pairs of Uniforms and be paid a sum 
of Rs. 25 / - per month towards washing allowance . 


Demand No. VI: 


Leave Facilities : It is demanded that each workman be 
given 30 days. Privilege Leave, 10 days of Casual Leave, 
10 days of sick Leave " and 11 holidays per annum . 

If not, to what relief the workmen are entitled ? " . 


Thereafter two wage boards were constituted by the 
Government. The first wage board related to newspaper 
employees and the second wage board was for non - journalist 
employees working in the newspaper establishments in 
the Country . According to Party II the wage boards sub 
mitted their recommendations in due course and the recom 
mendations . were binding upon the employer so far as the 
journalist employees were concerned , but the recommenda 
tions of the non - journalist wage board were only by way of 
recommendations and were not statutorily binding upon the 
employer in the newspaper industry . 

Thereafter the management started discussions with the 
union on issue of implementation of the said Award and the 
management not knowing full implications of the award 
started paying wages to the employees on higher rate . 
Thereafter the management wanted to reconsider the 
position with reference to the fitment formula shown by 
the union which was not correct according to the manage 
ment. According to the management. the position would 
be clear only when the statement in respect of fitment of 
each workman is prepared by both the parties separately 
.and submitted to the Tribunal. The management further 
averted that all . along it was ready and willing to abide 
by : the decision of the Government of India in regard to 
award of Palecar Commission . The management desired 
that correct interpretation of the award be made and it 
can be seen whether the management was paying the em 
ployees more than required as provided in the Palecar 
Award . These were some of the basic contentions taken 
by the management. 

Thereafter the management accepted the suggestion of 
appointing some commission and Shri K. B. Manerkar was 
appointed as a Commissioner and this Commissioner filed , 
his report and later on he was examined before my Prede 
cessor as a witness on 22-1-86 . Thereafter the matter was 
adjourned sine die since 17-6-86 due to retirement of my 
Predecessor and the matter came up before me and being 
adjourned from time to time. Even the matter was argued 
on 23-9-89 and the matter was posted before me for passing 
an Award . Subsequently at the request of Shri G. K. 
Sardessai the leamed Counsel for the Party II Employer I 
again fixed the matter for arguments and finally the matter 
was fixed before me today for arguments. 

While i this was the position the two parties filed an 
application before me informing me that the dispute is in 
a way settled between the Party I Union and Party I
